Reviewing industrial conditions throughout the 
country, Dun’s weekly report says that “A moderate 
reaction in commercial activity is to be expected at 
this time of the year, but confidence in the future is 
so strong that there is evident -reluctance to’ assume 
seasonably quiet conditions. This attitude is most pro- 
nounced in the industrial world, preparations for fall 
and winter distribution being on an unprecedented 
scale. The heavy movement of merchandise is attest- 
ed by an increase in railway earnings thus far reported 
for June of 11.8 per cent over the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1905.” Dun’s weekly general trade review 
says: “Trade conditions are satisfactory,- consider- 
ing the season of the year, the main point being that 
business in general is not only of average proportions, 
but is in many lines quite in excess of that of a year 
General results have been satisfactory.”

A Washington newspaper correspondent recently 
made the following comment concerning the pending 
national pure food bill: “One of the amendments le- 
galizes short-weighting. It is probably the first time 
in history that any legislative body was ever invited to 
pass a law authorizing tradesmen to sell short-weight 
goods. The short-weight amendment is the product 
of Mr. Sherman of New York. .The bill provided that 
goods should be labeled with the weight. The amend- 
ment provides that the weight shall be given “approx- 
imately.” Then it goes on to provide that the weight 
set forth may be that which it has been the custom 
of the tradesman to so set forth. In other words, if 
it has been his custom to announce that he was selling 
two pounds when he was only selling one pound, he 
can keep it up; and now he can proudly point to the 
fact that he is authorized by an act of Congress to do 
so, whereas formerly he was probably secretly ashamed 
of the fact.” The correspondent evidently misun- 
derstands the meaning of the term “approximately,” 
which is officially defined as “nearly exact.” To rep- 
resent a package weighing one pound as being a two- 
pound package would be so far from exact that it is 
absurd to suppose the law would permit any packer 
who had been.accustomed to doing anything so dis- 
honest to continue the practice. However, no packer 
ever did such a thing and none ever will. The amend- 
ment providing that the weight shall be given approx- 
imately was offered because of the mechanical impos- 
sibility of filling a number of cans with the same 
weight of food down to the smallest fraction of an 
ounce, even if the density of all fruits and vegetables 
and other foods was the same.

NLY a few days ago the insiders at Washing- 
ton were expressing the opinion that notwith- 
standing a majority of members of congress- 
men were showing a “disposition” to 
with the food measure without delay, there would still 
be no national law enacted at the present session of 
Congress. This was the view of the “talent,” those 
who are “in touch” with Washington ways. But lat- 
est developments indicate that they may turn out unm 
reliable prophets. 

President Roosevelt’s open advocacy of prompt ac- 
tion on the Hepburn bill has accomplished more than 
the demands of the whole people. Roosevelt passed 
the word along to “Uncle Joe” that he thought the 
time for action had arrived, and the speaker, who, as a

As THE CANNER goes to press we have received no 
advices on what action, if any, the lower House has 
taken ; but prospects for the passage of the bill appear 
to have very materially bettered, though favorable ac- 
tion by the House would not necessarily mean that the 
bill will become a law at this session. The conference 
committee of the House and Senate have yet to agree 
on such amendments as may be made by the former, 
after which the measure must be reported back to the 
Senate, through which body it must again go before 
becoming law. 


Canners Would ‘Weloeme Inspection. 


ASHINGTON dispatches bring the interest- 
ing information that James Bronson Reynolds, 
one of President Roosevelt’s commissioners 
who investigated the meat-packing houses of 
Chicago, probably will make an inquiry into conditions 
existing in the fruit and vegetable canning factories 
of the country in order to give an accurate descrip- 
tion of the sanitary situation in canning factories. We 
quote as follows from a dispatch published in Chi- 
cago newspapers on Monday of this week: 

Complaints by the score have reached the president from 
men engaged in the soup, vegetable, and fruit canning en- 
terprises which have absolutely no connection with the pack- 
ers or the meat business. 

They declare that as a result of the report of Messrs. Neil 
and Reynolds suspicion prevails regarding all canned goods, 
which has no justification whatever. Some of these firms 
appealed for a thorough and impartial investigation by gov- 
ernment experts, and have asked that the reports to follow 
be made public without delay. 

The president and Secretary 
taking this step, and it has been intimated that some appre 
hension exists that more ugly scandals might be uncovered. 
This intimation is declared to be untrue. The utmost con- 
fidence is felt that the canneries are clean, that the methods 
observed in their business are healthful, and that the food- 
stuffs used are good and wholesome. 

Mr. Reynolds left Washington to-night for New York to 
attend a political convention. Before he returns it is ex- 
pected he will stop off at a canning establishment in New 
Jersey and make a thorough inspection. He probably will 
submit the results of his examination to the president in a 
special report, and if this should be done the report will be 
given to the press without delay.

be uncovered by an investigation of fruit and vege- 
table canneries. The canners are not afraid. On the 
contrary, they would welcome inspection of their 
plants. A fair and honest investigation and report 
based on actual findings would be helpful to the fruit 
and vegetable canning industry instead of harmful 
to it. 

The canners of the country, while being perfectly 
willing to have their plants inspected now or at any 
time, should see in the agitation for cleanliness in 
every department of plants putting up food products 
of whatever character a warning which should keep 
them ever mindful to maintain in their canneries con- 
ditions which the most rigid sanitary inspector could 
not take exception to. 

Cannery floors are especially liable to become dirty, 
or sour, and thus to furnish a breeding place for 
unhealthful germs. The larger establishments which 
handle fruits and vegetables are careful to see that 
their floors are thoroughly cleansed as frequently as 
the nature of the work performed will permit, which 
is at least twice daily. Floors can be quickly washed 
or flushed and rendered thoroughly “sweet,” as is said, 
by the use of appliances intended especially for this 
purpose, and every canner in the United  Siates, 
whether large or small, should be provided with an 
outfit of this kind. A dirty, sloppy floor may mean 
the forced closing down of your factory, or it may 
bring damaging criticism against the whole fruit and 
vegetable canning industry, causing a serious shrink- 
age in consumption, 





Fruit and Vegetable Canneries Clean. 


ACKERS of canned fruits and vegetables in 
all parts of the United States and Canada will 
endorse the statements contained in the cir- 
cular letter dated June oth, issued by Presi- 
dent Hugh S. Orem of the Baltimore Canned Goods 
Exchange on behalf of that body, reading as follows:

The reign of tomatoes is temporarily over as far as 
canned goods circles are concerned. For months the 
tomato has absorbed the attention of both packers 
and jobbers. The interest of the packers in spot 
goods, however, began to decline several weeks ago 
when their attention naturally was taken up by get- 
ting ready for the new With the frequent 
changes of the weather and the consequent uncertainty 
about crops, packers all over the country ceased talk- 
ing about tomatoes, although, of course, the 
condition of spots governed them considerably in their 
operations for futures. During the last two weeks 
the jobbers have also relinquished a good deal of their 
interest in old packing, many of them being occupied 
more in trying to cover their requirements for peas. 
In consequence of this change of interest, tomatoes 
are not talked about now much, and although there is 
some buying going on, and the big holders claim to

be shipping a good many goods, yet it is done in a 
quiet way, and there is no room for much excitement 
in the market. There are people still to be found 
who claim that the combination will have to carry a 
vood many tomatoes over or else sacrifice them, but 
whether they do or not is less interesting now to both 
jobbers and packers than it was. Jobbers are buying 
their needs of tomatoes in a hand to mouth way. 

Regarding spot tomatoes, a report from Baltimore 
says: “There is a good movement in practically all 
kinds of spot tomatoes, the principal inquiries, of 
course, being for No. 3 standards. Orders are as a 
rule for jobbing lots. There are quite a few straight 
cars going out, however, and everything points to 
quite a heavy movement during the next sixty days. 
While the weather conditions during the past few 
weeks have been very satisfactory, there is no reason 
to believe that new tomatoes can be put on the market, 
except in very small quantities, much before the mid- 
(le of August, or the first of September. The coun- 
try packers in Maryland, Delaware and Virginia all 
seem to agree that they will not have any early toma- 
toes whatever.” 

Commenting on «future and spot tomatoes, a Baiti- 
more commission house say in a report received the 
first of the week: “Tomatoes for future delivery 
were hought freely during the week, and the sellers 
are very strong at this time. Such a large number of 


the canners have refused to make contracts with the 
growers at the higher prices demanded this season 
that it is anticipated the competition among them will 
cause still higher prices for the raw material in the 
open market, same as happened last season. The de- 
mand for spot tomatoes was equal to the week pre- 
vious and the shipment were pretty well scattered. 
Some good trades in them are offered and are worth 
attention.” 

Regarding the progress of the tomato crop, the 
following has been received from Aberdeen, Md., 
through a well-informed source: ‘Weather condi- 
tions, during the past week have not been as favor- 
able as the present season of the year would warrant. 
Nights have been extremely cool and as the result 
plants are not growing as rapidly as they naturally 
would if warmer weather prevailed. Barring this, all 
other reports are favorable. Buyers of round lots 
have shown a willingness to purchase at 75c. Some 
sales have been made at 77%4c and difficulty has been 
experienced in some cases to get packers to name a 
iower price than 8oc. 

Tomatoes 

While reports from Baltimore state that spot toma- 
toes in jobbing lots are steadily moving out, the Chi- 
cago market on 1905 packing is very quiet. Appar- 
ently the “Syndicate” has not budged from its posi- 
tion and is making no extra effort to market its hold- 
ings, which have not been reduced to any extent 
through sales made in Chicago. It holds its price at 
$1.25 per dozen, delivered in Chicago, yet as has been 
the case all along, there are still spot standards 3s ob- 
tainable at a difference of something like toc per 
dozen. Rumors come from Baltimore to the effect 
that a portion of the “outside” goods being sold really 
belong to the “Syndicate,” but as to this we are un- 
able to say. Western futures are very firm and the 
offerings are few. Ejighty-two and one-half cents f. 
factory for standard western future 3s seems 
New York reports note standard 3s to- 
matoes, spot, firm at $1.12'%4@1.17™%, delivered there, 
the goods at $1.12% being slightly damaged stock. 
Baltimore quotes spot gallons at $3.25 f. 0. b., spot 2s 
at 8o0c, and spot No. 3 standards at $1.12%@1.20. lu- 
tures are quoted there at 6o0c for 2s, 80c for 3s and 
$2.25 for gallons.

Corn— 

The market on corn here has been quiet during the 
week, with the feeling steady. There is nothing at 
all offering in the way of spots under 5o0c factory, 
from that to 57%4c for ordinary standards. We hear 
of nothing in 1906 packing western offered below 
Reports on the New York market in-

dicate a slightly firmer feeling on futures. 
quotations are 70@75c, and some packers have with- 
drawn. There is also a better feeling on New York 
State spot corn. 

All jobbing markets are stronger and packers are 
taking a much more healthy view of the future, which 
is due to two facts, first, that spots have moved out 
of first hands in a way really surprising, second, that 
there is a reduction in corn acreage in every state 
packing this article. 

Peas— 

Peas have been attracting more attention in the lo- 
cal and other jobbing markets than any other line of 
canned goods. The spot market has cleaned up weil 
on all grades, and the future market is very strong on 
account of the unsatisfactory outturn of the crop in 
most states. Reports show that New York’s pea crop 
was damaged by hail and storms, and this will make 
further reduction in the country’s total pack of peas, 
which will be much smaller than last year’s produc- 
tion. Conditions up to this time have been more fa- 
vorable in Wisconsin than in any other pea-packing 
state. Last advices indicate a good outlook in Wis- 
consin, though with the injury done the crop in the 
New York State and the shortage in Maryland, Del- 
aware and Indiana, the pack of the country will show 
a heavy falling off this season. 


Fyuits 

The trade are awaiting the announcement of the 
California Fruit Canners’ association’s opening prices. 
Tue CANNER learns that they may not be forthcom- 
ing before July rst. The association for several years 
past has announced opening prices on June 15, and 
no doubt would have done so again this year but for 
the exceptional conditions created by the San Fran- 
cisco earthquake and fire. There will be a shortage 
this year in more than one variety of small fruits. The 
strawberry season in Baltimore, now virtually ended, 
was very disappointing as regards the output and now 
comes the scarcity in gooseberries for canning, while 
the late storms have done more or less damage to Cal- 
ifornia berry crops. See the letter of our California 
correspondent in this issue for conditions affecting 
various coast fruit crops. Regarding peaches, a re- 


port from Baltimore says: “As the peach season 
draws nigh jobbers are taking increased interest jn 
them and, according to reports from other states, it 
begins to look like this market may be the chief 
source of supply this year. Should the buying be 
heavy in July and August competition may cause 
some advance in prices.” Gallon pie peaches in Chi- 
cago are strong, with very light stocks. Michigan un- 
peeled pies, gallons, are offered at $2.25, f. 0. b. Chi- 
cago. Some of the Michigan peach packers are now 
out of the market, having accepted all the future busi- 
ness wanted.

Beans — 

Baltimore packers are making shipments of new 
string beans, packing of which is under way. Some 
small shipments have been made at 55@6oc per dozen 
for No. 2 standards. The market on these goods is 
practically bare, so that it is not likely that No. 2 
standard strings will go much lower than 55c during 
the whole of the season. For several years there have 
been periods during the packing season when some of 
these goods could be picked up at 45@47'¥%c, from 
packers who believe in turning out goods as rapidly 
as packed, but we are not likely to see a figure below 
at least 50c this season, 

Sardines-- 

The market on domestic sardines is higher than 
last week, and prices at the advance are firm. The 
Seacoast Packing Co. last week advanced its price to 
$2.50 per case, f. o. b, Eastport for Continental }4 
sardines, keys. Latest reports indicate a continued 
scarcity of fish, with very smail pack to date. 

Lobster— 

According to a report received a day or two since 
from the east, the large lobster canners may be un- 
able to make deliveries of to exceed 50 per cent of 
their future contracts for the 1906 pack. 

Oysters— 

There is a demand for cove oysters. Quotations 
f.o. b. Baltimore rule as folows: No. 1 extra lunch, 
$1.00@1.15; I 5-0z. standards, 85c; 2 10-0z. stand- 
ards, $1.65; 1 5-oz. standards, tall cans, 87%c; I 4-0z. 
cove, 75c; 1 light weights, 40c; 2 light weights, 75c; 
1 shrimp, pickled or dry, 90c; 114 shrimp, pickled or 
dry, $1.85. . 
Salmon— 

The statistical position of salmon is such that the 
market remains of necessity very firm. Prices in 
Chicago are firm on all grades, and stocks here are 
described as limited, while local demand for consump- 
tion is expanding. On the coast the market on every- 
thing from Columbia River Chinooks to chums is ex- 
ceptionally strong, for the Coast packers are getting 
closely cleaned up on all grades. We hear that the 
Alaska Packers’ association has been taking orders for 
1906 packing “Argo” brand No. 1 tall red Alaska 


salmon for delivery when packed, at $1.00 f. o. b. 
coast. The general price for red Alaska talls has not 
as yet been fixed, but it is likely to be about the middle 
of July. It is thought by a good many that the price 
is likely to be around $1.00, f. 0. b., as outside pack- 
ers recently fixed on that figure, guaranteeing it 
against the opening price of the association. Accord- 
ing to latest advices from the coast, the Columbia 
River pack to date has been very light.

Well Kaoown California Canner Dies. 


Ie. Corville, one of the best known packers in Cali- 
fornia, died last Wednesday, June 13. His canning 
plant in San Francisco was wiped out by the great 
fire and this undoubtedly hastened his death. 

Mr. Corville was one of the oldest canners on the 
Pacific Coast. He operated in salmon on the Sacra- 
mento river, at Black Diamond, in the 7os. Later, in 
\ustralia, he opened a fruit cannery. In the 8os he 
returned to San TF rancisco and established a small 
fruit cannery at Potrero, finally settling a couple of 
vears ago in the Mission district, where he packed 
fruit and vegetables to the extent of 25,000 to 30,000 
cases annually.

Baltimore, Md., June 18, 1900. 

Epirok CANNER:—The interest of packers in Baltimore and 
in this section generally, as well as of all eastern jobbers, has, 
however, been at fever heat regarding peas and small fruits. 
It is many years since there was such a failure in the pea 
crop as has developed this season. The May frost did a 
great deal more damage to this crop than was believed at 
the time. When the season opened in Baltimore, and some 
few packers paid $1.05 to $1.15 per bushel for early June 
peas, others said they were foolish, and would not get their 
money back. As the season progressed, however, it de- 
veloped that the crop was so short that $1.05 and $1.15 per 
bushel was really a low price, and during the past week small 
peas have brought as high as $1.35 per bushel, and sugar peas 
or marrowfats as high as $1 to $1.05. For several years the 
Jaltimore packers have found it hard to make any money 
out of peas when paying not more than 8oc to goc per bushel 
for early Junes. These figures will show how different the 
situation is this year. 

The crop is said to be short in New York state and packers 
there claim to be entirely sold up in futures. Hail has also 
done a great deal of damage in the pea sections in New York 
state during the past week, so that all things considered, it 
looks as though peas in the east will command very high 
prices. The market on good standard Junes is now about 
$1 per dozen, and the sifted grades in proportion. When we 
stop to consider that only about 14 months ago good standard 
June peas were obtainable at 65 to 7oc, we see what a change 
a few months can bring forth. As far as Baltimore is con- 
cerned, the packing of peas will be over within a week, and 
there is absolutely no chance of any break in the market for 
the raw material, as most of our packers are a long way short 
of their requirements. 

The strawberry season is nearly over, and there has been 
no break in the market for the raw fruit. The pack is un- 
usually light, and the demand for the canned article particu- 
larly heavy, especially for preserved and extra preserved. 
No. 2 standards are quoted at 8oc. No. 2 preserved at $1.10 
to $1.15, and No. 2 extra preserved at $1.30 to $1.40. Orders 
are coming in practically from all over the country for extra 
preserved, and the indications are that this line of goods will 
be cleaned up shortly after the close of the packing season. 

Raw gooseberries continue very high, and it is said the crop 
is short, the cause for the shortage being the same frost that 
damaged so many of the crops early in May. There is a 
good demand for gooseberries at 82%4 to 85c per dozen. 
There is every indication at the moment that all small fruits 
are going to be short this year, and the market for rasp- 
berries, blackberries, cherries and blueberries is very firm 
with prices tending higher. 

Corn continues in good demand, and the market remains 
firm, with an upward tendency. Reports are prevalent that 
the recent hail storms in New York state and the east have 
done very serious damage to the corn crops, beating the 
plants to the ground in some sections so badly as to almost 
ruin the patches. All these things have-a tendency to harden 
the market. We have no doubt seen the lowest prices on 
corn that we will have for the next year or two. 

The peach crop has been rather heavier this June than 
usual, but there is every indication that we will have a full 
average crop of peaches on the peninsula as well as in western 
Maryland and Pennsylvania. This should give our packers a 
chance to put up a full line of these goods, and give jobbers 
an opportunity to thoroughly replenish their stocks. We have 
had at least two short peach years in succession, and a good 


year is now due. TARTAR.

Portland, Me., June 18, 1906. 
Epiror CANNER:—While the poet is singing “Oh, what is 
so rare as a day in June,” the packer is saying: Oh, what is 
so raw as a day in June. Lately, when the sun was out, 
from mere force of habit, the weathercocks all insisted that 
the wind was east, and they were right. It has been uncom- 
fortably cool. Many farmers, under present conditions, will 


not plant corn, for it is now so late that, in order to get 
results from the present acreage, the season must be pro- 


— 
longed. I think the acreage that has been, and may yet be 
planted, will be about two-thirds to three-quarters of an aver- 
age, but this is all a guess. One thing sure, we shall need 
every can, but it is equally certain that Maine has at least 
fifty thousand, and perhaps more, cases of corn left unsold 
and there is some west. Further, I am positive that many 
thousand cases of Maine fancy corn should be used and called 
for, but buyers do NOT seem to understand the true con- 
ditions that exist to-day. As an illustration of one of the 
causes for delay, one large buyer of Maine fancy corn told 
me THAT IF THE PURE FOOD BILL BECAME A 
LAW he should buy largely, but, if not, he should hold back, 
for, said he, “buyers can buy anything and put on any label 
they wish.” 

Quite a number of good packers of Maine fancy corn, dis- 
gusted by the prevailing conditions, have closed their shops 
for the season. They will pack no corn whatever. Since the 
foolish war early in the season and cutting ot prices many 
packers cannot, and others will not, continue packing. If they 
did it would entail a loss which can now be avoided. ‘ 

Good spot Maine fancy corn can be bought to-day at 7o0c 
per dozen, and nice standard at 62% to 65c. It is passing 
strange why buyers have not cleaned it all up. Future fancy 
can be had at 75 to 82%c, but there is not much offering. 
This is the general condition as seen to-day. Maine was 
not injured as to its growing corn crop by frost, but I know 
that the injury in some states was considerable. As the corn 
was not up, it could not be hurt. 

The bloom on the apple trees is excellent, and the outlook 
bright. Sales at $1.85 to $1.95 were reported, but some say 
that the price made was $2.00. “You can take your choice.” 
Spot apples at $3.25 go slowly. 

Spot blueberries at $1.00 are selling, but the futures at 
$1.10 hang fire. The season for clam packing came and 
passed, but was very dull. No blueback-mackerel of conse- 
quence have appeared to be canned, but it is early yet. 


The improvement in local business is marked. Our mer- 
chants look forward to a lively summer, for the influx of 
tourists has commenced with a rush.

Oakland, Cal., June 16, 1906. 

Epiror CANNER:—Something has slipped a cog in Cali- 
fornia this season. We have been having Oregon weather, 
showérs which have been almost storms a couple of times 
a week, and our berries and cherries have suffered accord- 
ingly. ‘The present week, however, looks like a return to 
the old conditions. The price of Royal Anne cherries varies 
from five to nine cents per pound according to district, so 
there will be no cheap canned cherries this year in this va- 
riety, nor will there be a very large pack as there is not 
more than 35 per cent of a normal on the average. 

The apricot crop is very short, probably not to exceed 25 
per cent of normal in central and northern California, and 
in some districts is lighter than this. Canners are paying fifty 
to sixty dollars per ton for the fruit. At this rate extra 
standard apricots should list about $1.55 per dozen and 
extras in proportion, and this would be an advance of 35¢ 
per dozen over last year’s opening prices, and is an exact 
proportion as this is exactly the difference between the cost 
of the fruit the two seasons. There will be but little of this 
fruit canned in comparison with former years. 

Free peaches are véry good crop. The canners, however, 
are bidding up on this fruit and the price to the grower will 
be higher than in 1905. 

Cling peaches are also a good crop, and already canners 
are paying $40 or more for choice lots, which means $1.55 
to $1.60 for an extra standard or about the same as last year’s 
opening, with prospect of higher prices. 

Bartlett pears are in good supply in the districts where the 
trees have not been affected by blight and there will prob- 
ably be 7o per cent of a crop, with canners paying about 
$40 per ton, instead of $25 normal price. 

There seems to be an anxiety on the part of canners to get 
hold of fruit on early contracts and this anxiety has run up 
the price of fruit on themselves. The writer can see no p0s- 
sible excuse for the prices which are at present being offered 
for free and cling peaches and Bartlett pears. Conditions 
are normal and there should be no excitement whatever as

If canners carry fruits 
for the benefit of customers it will undoubtedly be without 
canners’ risk on insurance. We believe our eastern jobbers 
will appreciate the situation in California and the difficulty 
the insured are having with the insurance companies in San 
and gracefully assist in the curtailment of unneces- 
sary expense to the canner. There are conditions in Cali- 
fornia which render it almost impossible to obtain cans, 
solder, broken parts of machinery, supplies, etc., except under 
extreme disadvantage, all of which will increase 
the cost of packing.

The Cucumber Acreage. 

The F. A. Waidner Co., 42 River street, Chicago, 
selling agents of the Western Pickle association, are 
getting out their annual estimate of the acreage of 
pickles contracted for this year as compared with last 
season. The totals are awaited by the trade with a 
great deal of interest. 

In connection with their request for figures on acre- 
age, the F. A. Waidner Co. send gut the following: 

“December 6, 1905, the National Pickle Packers’ Associa- 
tion in Chicago passed the following: 

“It was the general sentiment of the members present that 
about three millions of bushels are now held by members 
of the association, and that this large supply would be suf- 
ficient for all demand for the next year. In view of this 


large surplus it was unanimously resolved: That it is not 
necessary to have any meetings until the second Wednesday 
in July, 1906, which will be our annual meeting. 
“Tt was further resolved that all stock reports to and from 
the secretary be discontinued until after the July meeting.” 
After the members recovered from the shock quite a num- 
ber of the packers wiped the cost price off the slate and 


started out to get business on buyers’ terms. Manufactured 
goods sold way below cost during the winter and spring 
and are still at a low level. The packers who would not sel] 
below cost still have the goods and are ready to do business 
as soon as there is a profit. The stock is now in strong hands 
and will not be sold at a loss. 

Chere is’ supposed to be a much lighter acreage contracted 
this season, but the activity of the tank makers leads us to 
believe that quite a good quantity is expected, if weather 
conditions are favorable. 

Some sizes are becoming scarce and selling at a_ profit, 
Planting is nearly over in all the western states and by July 
I we can make some kind of guess how the acreage com- 
pares with last year.

Canned Goods Need not be Dated. 


It will be welcome news to all in the fruit and vege- 
table canning industry to learn that there will be no 
dating clause contained in the meat inspection bill, 
and, as the packers succeeded in convincing the House 
Committee and the President as well that it is not neces- 
sary to put the date of manufacture on canned goods, 
it is practically certain that 2 provision to this effect 
will not be a part of the national food law. The rep- 
resentatives of the meat-packing industry succeeded in 
demonstrating to the satisfaction of the government 
side that foods contained in hermetically sealed cans 
are as good ten years from the day when put up as 
when first sealed. They showed that a date on the 
label would not protect consumers, but would work a 
great hardship on the packers, wholesalers and retailers, 
because the public would naturally insist on having 
cans with current labels. The Beveridge bill provided 
for a dated label, and President Roosevelt at first was 
inclined to stand out for it. But he yielded on this, 
and the compromise amendment to the meat bill will 
not require dates. 





New York State Canners Favor Food Legisla- 
tion. 


Pure food legislation and the suggestion that labels 
on canned goods bear the date of packing were dis- 
cussed at length by the members of the New York 
State Canned Goods Packers’ Association at the meet- 
ing held at Syracuse, N. Y., last Thursday, June 14th. 

The pure food bill now pending in Congress was 
given full consideration. The discussion ended in the 
appointment of a committee to draft the following pe- 
tition to Congress: 

To the United States Senate and House of Representatives: 

The New York State Canned Goods Packers’ Association 
(consisting practically of all the fruit and vegetable canners 
in this state) in convention assembled at Syracuse, N. Y. 
June 14, 1906, unanimously passed resolutions declaring and 
petitioning the Congress, as follows: 

First—That the Congress pass at its present session the 
“National Pure Food” act as now amended by the House 
committee excepting that there may be omitted from same 
any clause by which it may be required that the weight or 
measure of the contents of package goods be placed on the 
outside of same, which provision would be thoroughly im- 
practicable and involve an unnecessary expense and which, 
if enacted, would result in no material benefit to the general 
public. F 

Second—That the packers in this state have the reputation 
of and in fact do place upon the market well filled cans which 
are of standard sizes. If it is determined to have any legis- 
lation along this line, this association favors a general pro- 
vision requiring under penalty that all packages be filled as 
well as may be practicable and which is already the policy 
of the packers in this state. That it is impossible, however 
(outside of the question of detail and expense) to state on 
the packages the exact weight or measure, as the contents ol 
different cans of the same item necessarily vary more of less.

Secretary Hatfield was instructed to send a copy 
of the foregoing to every packer in New York state, 
requesting all to write personally to their representa- 
tives in Congress, urging them to favor legislation 
along the lines suggested. Secretary Hatfield was 
further instructed to mail copies to each state associa- 
tion of canners to the National Wholesale Grocers 
Association, the Wholesale Grocers’ Association of 
New York State, and the Wholesale Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation at New York city and vicinity, asking their 
co-operation in the matter of obtaining proper national 
food legislation. 

It was unanimously agreed that to compel canners 
to date their packages would work a serious hardship, 
while no good purpose would be served. As regards 
the dating proposition, the following was adopted: 

Resoived, That it is the sense of this meeting that the asso 
ciation recommend that its members decline to make sales 
of their goods in any state, requiring the date on which the 
goods are packed, or the weight of the contents of the can 
to be placed on the label, as it is impracticable to comply 
with, and will serve no benefit to the public.

It 
will pay every retailer to miss no opportunity of “talk- 
ing up” this class of goods and to invite comparisons 
in cost and quality between reputable brands and 
those of family production.—Inland Grocer.

Says Jobbers’ Private Labels Work Injustice. 

W. H. Lipe, secretary of the Beech Nut Packing 
Co., Canajoharie, N. Y., disapproved of the “private 
labels” of wholesale grocers in his address before the 
recent national wholesale grocers’ convention at Buf- 
falo. The following paragravhs are quoted from his 
speech: 

“It is time for congratulation when jobber and 
manufacturer can get together on common grounds 
and discuss matters which are of so much mutual in- 
terest to each. 

“T believe the time has come when both sides can 
be just, and I desire to say a few words in behalf of 
manufacturers, of which the Beech-Nut Packing Com- 
pany is a type. As the jobbers here doubtless know 
we have worked loyally with you on lines approved by 
your secretary, A. H. Beckman. Although we were 
the first to put up sliced meats in glass, we did not 
rest on our oars, but we have endeavored, by system- 
atic canvassing of the trade, to build up a respectable- 
sized business. 

“In doing this we have spent thousands upon thou- 
sands of dollars, and on the trade that we have de- 
veloped we have had our orders regularly — filled 
through the jobber, but we have found this year that 
in order to retain our trade, it is continuing to cost us 
more money constantly for our force of missionaries. 
We are forced to do this because we see evidence on 
every hand of the growth of the private label business, 
and we are obliged to keep a large missionary force 
in the field not to prevent some other manufacturer 
from getting our trade, but lest the jobber himself 
may get it for his private label. 

“This condition we do not believe to be just and 
equitable. We feel that jobber should be jobber, and 
manufacturer should be manufacturer. 

“We believe that if it is unjust to the jobber fot 
the manufacturer to sell the retail trade direct, it is 
even more so for the jobber who has a private brand 
to do this very thing. This matter is not only impor- 
tant to the manufacturer, but in our opinion it is vital 
to his interest. 

“We appreciate whatever the jobber has done for 
us, and we want to work with him in the future, as 
we have in the past, but we should like this matter, 
which is of much importance to us as manufacturers, 
and to all manufacturers, to be freely discussed here 
at this meeting, for we feel that, if the jobber cannot 
do away with his private label, he should, with entire 
willingness, allow concerns like the Beech-Nut Pack- 
ing Company to sell to the retailer assorted sized 
shipments, but never, of course, at the same price as 
the manufacturer sells to the jobber himself. But 
this is not the ideal condition. The ideal condition is 
for the manufacturer and the jobber to work in com- 
plete harmony, one manufacturing the goods and the 
other distributing them, and this is the condition that 
we want to do our part in bringing about.” 


Canneries in Spain. 

Const! General Benjamin H. Ridgely, of Barcelona, 
advises that the depreciated value of Spanish currency 
has aided the Spanish canning industry, which has 
steadily developed and prospered during recent years: 

“By the fall in the value of Spanish silver the cost 
of production was proportionately reduced, thus en- 
abling Spanish canned goods to be offered in foreign 
markets at such low prices that, in spite of their quality 
being inferior, it was found possible to open up many 
new markets. Encouraged by their success Spanish 
manufacturers next turned their efforts toward improy- 
ing the quality of their goods, so that not only have 
they greatly increased their sales, but the standard of 
quality has been raised. The canning factories now 
working in Spain number 268, of which 147 are ex- 
clusively devoted to sardines, and the remaining 121 
to fruits and vegetables. The sardine industry is lo- 
cated on the Northwest coast of Spain, in the neigh- 
borhood of Vigo. Fruit and vegetables are canned in 
the Island of Majorca and also at Logrono in the Rioja 
district. \ccording to official statistics, exports of sar- 
dines in-tins during 1905 were valued at 35,000,000 
pesetas (nearly $6,000,000), though leading members 
of the trade maintain that the correct figures fall little 
short of 60,000,000. 

TIN PLATES MUST BE IMPORTED. 

“The importance of the industry may be gauged by 
the fact that 10,000,000 pesetas (peseta=19.3 cents) 
are annually spent on the purchase of fruit and vege- 
tables, 14,000,000 on sardines, 15,000,000 on oil, 15,- 
000,000 in wages, and 18,000,000 on tin plates and tin. 
It will be noticed what a large proportion of the cost 
f production is set down to tin plates.

better sce by taking the cost price of 100 tins of sar- 
dines at 25 pesetas. Of this sum 5.75 go for the cost 
of the fish, 6.37 for oil, 5 for labor, and 7.88 for the 
tin packing. The production of tin plates in Spain is 
not sufficient to supply the demand of the manufactur- 
ers of canned foodstuffs, but a drawback is allowed on 
imported tin plates when re-exported in the form of 
packing for canned foods. 





Securing a Good Corn Crop. 


Writing in the American Agriculturist on how to se- 
cure a good corn crop, J. M. Little of Indiana describes 
his method as follows: ; 

“Tl commenced to harrow a field of corn once after 
it had been plowed the first time. The corn was small 
and the ground was dry. The harrow did nice work, 
but I got uneasy about the apparent damage to the 
corn and quit. I noticed that the strip harrowed made 
better corn, and on that occasion I think it would have 
been better to have continued with the harrow. The im- 
mediate good done would have overbalanced the injury 
tothe corn. I think the harrow can sometimes be used 
to good advantage after the corn is up, especially if 
the ground is dry, unless a heavy rain should come and 
beat the partly covered stalks down into the ground. 

“The dirt should not be thrown up in ridges that 
will run the water away from the corn. This is often 
a result of not plowing close enough to the corn the 
first time. The ground will be ridged in the effort to 
cover up the weeds that have been left to grow. Corn 
should be plowed until it is so large that it cannot be 
plowed without breaking down the stalks. If a heavy 
rain comes soon after the corn has been plowed the 
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last time it should be plowed again if possible, as the 
packed condition of the surface of the soil will permit 
a great deal of the moisture to escape and this may be 
needed when the corn is earing out. 

“The gopher is a good implement to use when going 
over the corn the last time. It can be set so there will 
be but little interference with the roots, and in dry 
weather, especially, the gopher will have a better effect 
on the corn than the plow. 

“Better plowing can be done with the riding culti- 
vator than with the walking plow, because the more 
freedom of the hands permits of better driving. The 
man who says he can do better plowing with the walk- 
ing plow must have a better team for the purpose than 
is used on the average.” 





C. M. Martz Goes to Waterloo. 


C. M. Martz of the Arcadia Canning Works, Arca- 
dia, Ind., was in Chicago a few days ago en route to 
Waterloo, Wis., where he will superintend pea-packing 
this season in the Waterloo cannery, which he was in 
charge of last year. When the pea-packing season at 
Waterloo is ended Mr. Martz will return to Indiana 
and pack tomatoes at his Arcadia cannery.

he general public should know of the purity and whole 
someness of your goods as well as you know it. They should 
be told of the utter uselessness of preservatives in your fac- 
tory; that a can of peas or peaches or spinach, or any other 
kind of canned fruit or vegetables, is thoroughly sterilized by 
heat, and by this means fermentation and decay are impos- 
sible, thus rendering the contents of the tin as sweet and as 
wholesome ten or twenty years hence as the day they were 
packed. <An invitation to the public to visit your preserving 
rooms would disclose to them the largest kitchens in the 
world, perfectly planned and modeled, and as clean and as 
sanitary as any domestic kitchen over which the housewife 
presides, and in which she takes the greatest pride. 
We are in the very heart of the canned goods industry. 
Baltimore is associated with the first efforts made to pré 
serve fruit and vegetables in tins. Therefore, it occurs to 
me that the Canned Goods Exchange, in which is represented 
every canned goods firm of any importance in the state of 
Maryland, should most aggressively take up this subject and 
publish to the world that the business in which we are en 
gaged is conducted upon the basis of purity and cleanliness; 
that we are packing in tins products fresh from the fields, wet 
with the morning dew, making them far more wholesome, 
healthful and nutritious than it is possible to obtain them in 
their fresh condition in any market in the United States. 

Canners of fruits and vegetables have nothing to 
fear from public inspection of their factories, for their 
products are thoroughly clean and wholesome. They 
invite the public to visit their plants and see the kind 
of products handled and the manner of handling. 

It is the duty of every canner to assist in removing 
from the public mind any distrust of canned goods 
which may have been engendered by the “disclosures”’ 
in regard to methods in vogue in the meat-packing es- 
tablishments. Animal products must not be con- 
founded with fruits and vegetables. If popular suspi- 
cion of packed meats has been aroused it must not be 
permitted to extend to all prepared foods. 

The factories in which fruits and vegetables are 
canned are clean. Preservatives, coloring matters and 
bleaches are no longer used. Make the public aware 
of the facts; show the people that because fault has 
been found with the conduct of the meat-packing busi- 
ness it doesn’t follow that operations in fruit and veg- 
etable canning plants are carried on under unfavor- 
able or unsanitary conditions. 

The best way to convince consumers is by showing 
them: therefore, invite, even court, inspection of your 
factories. ‘There is no relationship whatever between 
meat-canning and the canning of fruits and vegetables 
—but a portion of the public is apt to confound the 
two. 


Franco-American Co. Protests. 

The attack on the meat-packing industry in general 
is causing some of the best known packers of food 
products in the country to take a defensive stand, 
Among them is the Franco-American Food Co., which 
in an open letter of protest to President Roosevelt 
says: 

We regret that if you feel confident the report of your 
commissioners is true, you did not make the investigation 
more thorough, so that the American public and the world 
at large might know that there are packers and packers, and 
that if some are unworthy of public confidence there are 
others whose methods are above board and whose goods are 
of such high quality as to be a credit to the American nation, 

For twenty years we have manufactured canned soups and 
canned meats of the highest grade, both as to quality and 
purity. We have spared neither effort nor expense to make 
them as good as possible. The cleanliness of our entire 
plant from cellar to roof is a matter of astonishment ‘to our 
numerous visitors. By these methods we have established 
a unique reputation, our best customers being those who 
know how our goods are made. : 

But what about the millions who, owing to distance, lack 
of time or some other reason, are not able to visit us? How 
is the average consumer to know that the methods of all 
packers are not alike? What distinction does the foreigner, 
as a rule, make between the packer in Chicago or in New 
York? To him they are both Americans, and you have only 
to read the daily dispatches from London to see that il 
American canned goods are now being shut out from the 
English market. What can we do to counteract the bad 
impression which is being created against our products? 
Advertise? Outside of the heavy expense that this will en- 
tail, no one will believe us after reading your report. 

These are some of the reasons why we consider the com- 
missioners’ statements incomplete. The examination of pack- 
ing houses should have been thorough and not limited to a 
few; and if the matter had to be given world-wide publicity, 
then names should have been mentioned, with an individual 
report in each case, so as to enable the consumer to know 
who are the honest packers and who are not, and thereby 
credit or blame.be given where it belongs. We appeal to 
your sense of justice and to that of the American people and 
ask the question, Are we right or wrong?

Increase in Straits Settlements ‘Tin Exports. 

Consul-General David TF. Wilber transmits tabu- 
lated statements showing the amount of the principal 
Straits Settlements exports from the ports of Singa- 
pore and Penang for the first quarter of 1906, with 
the comparative amount of these products exported 
during same period in 1905: 

“In some products there has been a notable in- 
crease over last year in shipments to the United States, 
while others show a decrease. Gambier records an in- 
crease Of Over 5,000,000 pounds; sagos, 3,300,000 
pounds; black pepper, nearly 2,000,000 pounds; rat- 
tans, nearly 1,400,000 pounds; a small increase in rub- 
bers, 35,000 pounds; cocoanut oil, 400,000 pounds; 
tin, 180,000 pounds, and nutmeg, 130,000 pounds. A 
falling off is revealed in gutta-percha of about 163,000 
pounds; white pepper, 175,000 pounds; gum copal, 
420,000 pounds ; tapiocas, 7,000 pounds ; coffee, 96,000 
pounds, and pineapples, 10,000 cases. The largest de- 
crease being in gum jeletong, which was over 1,200,000 
pounds. 

“The total shipments of tin to all countries shows an 
increase of nearly 900,000 pounds. A notable increase 
is found in sagos, there being over 3,000,000 pounds 
increase in shipments of all kinds, and a notable falling 
off in rattans and tapiocas, the former being nearly 
3,000,000 pounds short of last year and the latter 
about 4,000,000 pounds.” 


Italian Trade in Preserved Cherries. 
Consul J. E. Dunning of Milan, responding to an 
inquiry, reports that no cherries, either in brine or in 


spirits, have been shipped from that district to the 
United States in recent years. He writes: 

“Though the cherry crop of Italy is heavy and the 
packing industry extensive the larger part of the out- 
put for export goes to Central and South America, 
which market takes the entire product of Lombardy in 
this line. By the Italian processes, cherries to be 
packed in spirits are brought to the factory and cleaned 
by women. They are then subjected to the sulphur 
bath to preserve their color, and are afterwards passed 
through three alcohol baths in which the strength of 
the fluid is increased from the 30 to the 60 grade. 
The entire process of preparation consumes nearly for- 
ty-five days. Male labor is employed throughout after 
the cleaning process at wages approximating 40 cents 
a day. When bottled for shipment the cherries sell at 
about 27 cents per pound. 

“Preserved or candied cherries take the sulphur bath, 
are then stoned, cooked in sugared water, to which 
sweetening is gradually added, and are then left for 
two or three days in the basins until the sugar slightly 
ferments. They are then boiled again in water in 
which the proportion of sugar is increased, and on 
finishing are either sold for candied cherries or are bot- 
tled in a heavy syrup. Women do the cleaning and 
pick the stones, men the rest. Such cherries invoice at 
about 35 cents per pound. The best cherries are raised 
in Salerno, in the consular district of Naples. The 
second quality are produced in great numbers in the 
provinces of Brescia and Bergamo, in the consular dis- 
trict of Milan.” 


Uruguay Buys Preserved Foods. 
Consul John W. O’Hara, writing from Montevideo, 
says that the foreign commerce of Uruguay is increas- 
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ing rapidly is apparent to anyone who is at all familiar 
with the prevailing conditions in that country. He 
continues : 

“This consulate has recently received inquiries as to 
the availability of this market for the sale of certain 
articles of American production, such as prepared, 
canned and preserved food products. After careful 
inquiry | am able to report that there is to be found 
in this market a great variety, the canned and dried 
fruits being mostly imported from Italy, France and 
England, with a few varieties from America, and the 
preserved fruits, jams, jellies and marmalades from 
England and France. They sell at an advance of from 
100 to 150 per cent on the American price of the same 
articles, the usual price being from 60 cents to $1.20 
per kilo (2.20 pounds). Dried peaches, apples, and 
prunes of the ordinary grade sell at retail from 50 to 
60 cents per kilo. All these goods find ready sale. 

CANNED FISH. , 

“Canned fish, oysters, lobsters, sardines and other 
food products of this class are extensively sold here 
for use in the interior as well as in the city. Such 
articles are also much in demand for the ships calling 
at this port, and are also kept to supply the demands 
of the dealers in the up-river countries of South Amer- 
ica. This is a good market, and by careful attention 
and investigation may be made a profitable one. The 
best results can only be obtained by personal inves- 
tigation and attention, but it will pay. Other coun- 
tries keep sales agents here and keep in touch with 
markets and conditions, and if our producers are to 
keep abreast of the times they should do the same. 
It will pay.” 

German Market for Prunes and Apples. 

Consul Brittain, of Kehl, reports that during 1903 
and 1904 there were 40 carloads of California evapor- 
ated fruits sold in Strassburg, Germany, while in 1905 
it was impossible to find an American prune in the 
market. The Frenci. prunes have replaced the Amer- 
ican fruit, not because the latter did not give satisfac- 
tion, but for the reason that the American producers 
appear to have abandoned the German market. At 
present there is a good market in Strassburg for ap- 
ples, several carloads of the American products hav- 
ing been sold during last year. 

Welsh Tinplate Mills to Restrict Output. 

David W. Williams, United States consul at Cardiff, 
and G. W. Prees, consul at Swansea, have reported 
to the Department of Commerce and Labor, which has 


forwarded a copy of their reports to THE CANNrr, 
that practically all the tinplate mills in Wales would 
be shut down during the first part of June. Their 
letters describe the depressed tin-plate trade as follows: 

“It has been the custom to allow a holiday week in 
many of the mills some time in the midsummer, but 
the present depression in the tin-plate trade has caused 
the masters and men of all the organized mills to has- 
ten the holidays by six to eight weeks. The depres- 
sion at this time has resulted in closing over 97 of the 
mills that were running at the beginning of the year, 
which has already reduced the production by about 25 
per cent. Of the other mills, the majority are now 
running on day to day notices. 

“The depression is of such a character that it is 
discussed very generally, and all. sorts of views are 
expressed. Some seem to see in it only the result of 
overproduction, and the measures now resorted to are 
based in part on that assumption. It is generally con- 
ceded, however, that the increase in the price of mate- 
rials, and of block tin in particular, the loss of the Rus- 
sian trade occasioned by the disturbances in the oil 
fields of that country, and the levying of discriminating 
tariffs by many foreign countries, are affecting the 
trade very materially. The price of tin has now risen 
to $890 a ton, and it is freely predicted by experts that 
it will rise to $1,000. This boom is already having a 
beneficial effect in the Cornwall mining district. It is 
also causing a boom in tin prospecting in many parts 
of the British Empire. A preliminary report of the 
investigations in Nigeria has just been printed, show- 
ing that extensive finds of stream tin have been made. 
The output, however, is only about 36 pounds to the 
ton of gravel. The discovery of extensive tin deposits 
is eagerly hoped for. 

WALES LOSING FOREIGN MARKETS. 

“The loss of the Russian market has alarmed the 
trade, for it has revealed what may happen in case other 
markets may be lost. The possibility that Japan may 
enter the trade is already exciting some apprehension, 
and the effort to build up the tin-plate industry in Can- 
ada must affect the Welsh trade injuriously. It is felt, 
also, that the repeal of the American rebate on. tin 
plates would wipe out the entire American trade, which 
has been gradually disappearing ever since the Mc- 
Kinley tariff was levied. Much of the rebate is now 
received by a few large corporations, and it is this fact 
that occasions the belief that the rebate may be abol- 
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ished. It may be noted also that the high price of 
block tin is affecting other industries in Britain, espe- 
cially those interested in art-metal ware into which tin 
enters. 

“The depression concerns the men more than the 
masters, for the wages are already almost at a min- 
imum, and any appreciable reduction must produce 
bad conditions, just as the reduction in the wages of 
the slate men of north Wales has led to the emigra- 
tion of many of them, some into the south Wales coal 
fields and many others to foreign lands. 

“Tin-plate stocks have accumulated both at the 
Swansea docks and warehouses, and at the works, and 
middlemen have been buying ‘parcels’ during the last 
four or five weeks at sensational low prices, far below 
all possible cost of production, and leaving behind an 
unhealthy impression. 

OVERPRODUCTION, 

“The London Times states, in a dispatch from Swan- 
sea, that the high price of tin and of other raw material, 
with no corresponding increase in the merchants’ offer 
for tin plates, renders it absolutely necessary for some 
concerted action to bring about a reduction of output. 
The dispatch adds: ‘It is remarkable that the men 
realize this fact quite as keenly as the masters, and 
at the present moment a movement initiated by the 
men’s unions is on foot to declare a general stoppage 
during Whit week at all the works in South Wales and 
Monmouthshire.’ ” 


Cured Apples Scarce in Transvaal. 

United States Consul John H. Snodgrass in a report 
from Pretoria says that in the Transvaal there is a 
shortage of apple rings, the shortage being in Ameri- 
can goods which have made good with importations 
from Australia that are one cent per pound cheaper, 
viz., 19 cents per pound in tins containing 20 pounds. 
(ne satisfactory trade feature is that the pound tins of 
corned beef, originally introduced for the military, 
have been sold at last, which is a fair indication that 
the old government stores are gradually disappearing.

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Dennis’ Views on Food Adulteration. 


*The following article in regard to the need of na- 
tional food legislation was contributed to the Portland 
(Me.) “Advertiser” by Mr. Henry Dennis, the well- 
known canned goods broker of that state: 

In a short time a pure food bill, which in various forms 
has been before Congress for so many years that it is of 
legal age, and can vote itself must come up for action or 
should in the House. The merits and demerits of such legis- 
lation should have been made plain long before this. It wil] 
no longer do to listen to the voice of the distiller and patent 
medicine men, and turn a deaf ear to the people, the hon- 
est dealers and manufacturers. The people are getting yn- 
easy. They object to buying counterfeit food with an hon- 
est dollar, as much as the government objects to buying 
honest food with a counterfeit dollar. Our English cousins 
long ago enacted laws that have curbed, and in many cases, 
destroyed, this evil, while in several of the countries bn the 
continent, adulterations of food products have been stamped 
i The American people are “long 


as crimes—as they are. 
suffering,” but, as Lincoln said, “you cannot fool them all 
the time.” The “way to a man’s heart is through his 


stomach” is an old proverb, and a true one. ‘Those who 
clog this avenue with tood such a wise animal knows 
enough by instinct to reject, are quite sure to have a race 
of dyspeptics to deal with later. These unfortunates do not 
reason—they hit from the shoulder. ‘They do not 
a member of Congress from “a hole in the ground 
some of these holes may be political graves. 

The canned goods industry—the least guilty of them all 
—has been “on the rack” the most of them all. The best 
corn packed in the world is put up in the state of Maine. 
Nature has given the natural product a sweetness and flavor 
unequaled throughout the world. A few years ago it was 
discovered that western corn, by the use of bleach (sulphite 
of sodium) could be made full whiter than the product of 
the Maine corn fields. Much was canned in this way, but it 
was afterwards found that this chemical would unite with 
the tin, and the product was blacked. So this was discarded, 
and while some packers use starch, perhaps the worst that 
could be said of this, although the best packers do not use 
it, is that it has the same result as once happened to a well 
known seller of lager beer in Portland. ‘This is a tradition, 
please note, for such things could not happen now. 

This saloon keeper on being toid that he could sell more 
beer by selling less foam, simply was a pioneer in the method 
of putting in more starch to absorb the water, hence less 
corn was required by more starch and less corn. The use 
of saccharine, instead of sugar, noticeable from the in- 
tense sweetness of some packs. Saccharine is used as a 
medicine, but does not recommend itself to the epicure as 
food. But, it costs less than sugar. In Maine most of the 
packers have discarded these things, for the nearer to nature 
one gets the better is the product. Knowing this to be a 
fact, the industry of the state is greatly injured by unscrupu- 
lous packers and dealers who use Maine labels on goods 
packed elsewhere. To be sure this is against the law, but 
what of that. if the law not enforced. I suppose the 
grangers of Maine who have been getting two cents per 
pyound for corn cut from the cob, while in other states they 
only get one, think that it is a matter of indifference to 
them, until they find that packers cannot pay as much in 
future years. Possibly if they should memorialize Congress

The 
embalmed beef that sent so many.of our soldiers to an early 
grave in Cuba, killing over three times as many as the open 


enemy, is still with us. I have seen the hair of an ox 
forced by the action of a force-pump, when injecting the 
liquid embalming fluid around the aon of a round of beef. 
Oysters and fish have a nice bath in while one congress- 
man could see no harm in its use "thee ad of salt) “if 
properly removed!” No one will dispute the fact that if 
“removed” any poison will do no harm—but if not removed 
—“ah, there’s the rub.” 

Much sport has been made over the government's “poison 
squad,” as the men were called upon whom Dr. Wiley ex- 
perimented, but as they were all alive at last accounts, the 
fact is shown clearly that’ one has a better chance for life 
in eating canned goods than fresh meats and _ fish. 

Many pictures are overdrawn by some writers who _ be- 
lieve, like painters, more in color than in drawing or 
accuracy, but at best a remedy should be sought and at 
once. It is a great temptation for some people who desire 
yachts, automobiles, travel, or power, to take short cuts 
to fortune, and it should be stopped—and no time like the 
present. The methods of Lucretia Borgia were not popular, 
even in her day, and Tweed found his home at Sing 
Sing through the efforts of Curtis and Nast. 

While but few of the modern adulterations are of such a 
nature that the effect would be, unless long continued, of a 
dangerous nature, yet there are some, and there should be 
none. The interests of the people should not be jeopardized 
by any one who takes a notion to make money fast. Even 
Jack Sheppard and Robert Kidd did not kill little children. 
Because readers of mz igazines and papers know that there 
is an agitation going on in regard to this, many do not, and 
they and the children should be protected. 

I have only written in regard to a few of these matters, 
but their “name is legion.”

Battling With Cutworms. 


“My experiments in exterminating cutworms,” 
writes S. C. Millie of Minnesota, in American Agri- 
culturist, “have been more or less successful. The great 
trouble with this work is that it takes considerable time 
and is more or less puttering work, and even with 
good care one will occasionally find that a choice plant 
has been killed. 

“My experience and observation goes to show that 
in parts of the northwest, where there is apt to be a 
lack of moisture, cutworms are sure to do a great deal 
of damage, particularly in the garden. A _ neighbor 
who had lost her pansies year after year decided to 
plant a row of castor beans near her flower beds. These 
beans grow rapidly here and are always nice to look at. 
They shaded the pansy bed and conserved the moisture, 
The worms seemed to prefer to eat the roots of the 
castor bean plant. In the morning she found them ly- 
ing on the top of the ground dead, and the pansies 
were safe. 





Real Value of Spraying Trees. 


So rapid has been the advancement of spraying as a 
means of controlling insects and diseases, that there is 
a tendency to greatly overestimate its value. It was 
only twenty-six years ago that Paris green was first 
used for the codling moths of apples. Not until about 
i885 was the Bordeau mixture used to any extent. 
When we remember that practically all of our modern 
spraying—its tools, mixtures and methods, has been 
developed or made of practical utility within the past 
fifteen or twenty years, until it has come to be an 
almost universal practice among the most successful 
fruit growers, we can readily understand why greater 
importance is ascribed to it than it really merits. Spray- 
ing is a new idea; and like most new ideas, it has been 
over-emphasized. There are some old and a few new 
ways of solving the insect and disease problem. Some- 
times other ways may be better even than spraying, 
sometimes they may supplement it very advantageously, 
We should not forget them in our enthusiasm over a 
new and valuable remedy.—Farming, for May.
